* TER the uſual preamble to Tax-bills, 
CLavse I. enacts, That from the 5th day of 
July, 1785, there ſhall be raiſed, levied, and paid, 
throughout Great-Britain, on every houſe or other 
building, now or hereafter to be erected, any part of 
which ſhall for the time being be uſed as a Shop, pub 
lickly kept open for carrying en any trade, or for _ 
any goods, wares, or merchandize, by retail ; and upon 
every building or place uſed as a Shop only, for the pur- 
poſes before mentioned, a yearly duty according to the

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Cask II. grants the above duties in addition

CLAUSE III and IV enacts, That the firſt aſ- 
ſeſſment ſhall be for three quarters of a year from 
the 5th of July, 1785; and all future aſſeſſments for 
one whole year from the 5th of April in every year; 
Þut that the tax ſhall be paid quarterly on the 5th 
of January, the 5th of April, the 5th of July, and 
the roth of October; and the firſt payment ſhall be 
made on the roth day of October, 1785. 

CLavuss. V, charges the duties granted by this 
act on the occupiers only, except as hereafter men- 
tioned ; any covenant, or agreement already made 
to the contrary. notwithſtanding. 

CLAusk VI, directs all houſes already charged 
to the Houſe-Tax, to be aſſeſſed accordingly under 
this act; and all other houſes, &c. liable to this act, 

to be aſſeſſed according to the full yearly rent or 
e. | 

Cravse VIL excepts from the operation of this 

act, every warehouſe being a diſtinct and ſeparate build- 
ing, and not part or parcel of any ſhop, c. but em- 
ployed ſolely for lodging goods, wares and merchandize, 
or for ſale of goods by wholeſale only, or for carrying 
on ſome manufacture, even though the ſaid warchouj? 
adjoin and internally communicate with ſuch ſhop, &c. 
- CLavse VIII, extends the ſame exemption to 
baker's ſhops, where bread, flour, meal, bran, and 
rubbles ozly are ſold. | | 
_ Cravse IX enacts, That where = houſe, &c. 
liable as above, ſhall be divided into different apart- 
ments among ſeveral occupiers, the landlord ſhall 
pay the duties. | | | 

Crus X, regulates the aſſeſſing, raiſing, levy- 
ing, collecting and receiving of the duties charged WW 
by this act, according to the methods preſcribed by 
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; the different Window and Houſe-Tax Bills of 


George the IId, and George the IId. 
_ CLlavss XI, direfts the duties to be paid into» 


the Exchequer, and to be entered by the auditor ſe- 
parate from all others. 


* CLAUSE XII, makes an allowance of three 
nence to the aſſeſſors for the firſt attefiment of every 
ſuch houſe, &c. as ſhall be aſſeſſed without refer- 
ence to the old Houſe- Lax. | 


CLAusES XIII, XIV, and XV, relate to the: 


appointment, meeting and qualification of commiſ- 


= ſfoners. Theſe are to be the ſame with thoſe al- 


ready appointed throughout the kingdom, for the- 
due execution of the Window- Tax, and Houſe- 
Tax Acts. Their firſt meeting is fixed on or be- 


fore the 5th day of July, 1785; and their yearly 


meetings are to be in future before the zoth day of 
April every year. But if there ſhall be any neglect 


or default in holding the ſaid meetings, then the 
commiſſioners, or any two or more of them, may 


meet at any other time or times, and ſuch meetings 
ſhall” be good and valid. The qualifying oath is 


in the uſual form; and the acting without havin 
taken ſuch oath (together with the like oaths under 


the Window- Tax and Houſe- Tax Acts) ſubjects 


the offender to a penalty of 1001. 


The four following Clauſes relate in like manner 


to the appointment and qualification of the aſſeſſors, 
| who, as well as the commiſſioners, are the ſame as 


thoſe under the Window- Tax and Houſe-Tax Acts. 
The penalty on an aſſeſſor, for wag - without hav- 
ing qualified, is 20l.

to act, the ſurveyors or inſpectors are enjoined te 
act as aſſeſſors, and are entitled to the fame reward. 
By CLAUSE XX and Xl, the aſſeſſments made 
and verified in the uſual manner, are to be deliver- 
ed in to the commiſſioners on or before the 1oth of 
September, in the preſent year; and in all future 
years, on or before the 24th of June; the aſſeſſ- 
ments are then to be ſigned, within a month, by 
two at leaſt of the commiſſioners, and given to able 
and reſponſible collectors appointed by the commiſ- 
ſioners. 

CLAUSE XXII empowers the commiſſioners to 
appoint fit aſſeſſors and collectors for extra- paro- 
chial places. | Is 

CLavss XXIII enjoins the commiſſioners to pe- 
ruſe the annual aſſeſſments before they ſign them; 
to ſummon, on a notice of three days, every perſon, 
whoſe houſe, &c. they know or ſuſpect to have been 


omitted or under-rated ; and whether he appears or 
not, to fix the aſſeſſment according to the evidence 
before them. ; 


The two next Clauſes order duplicates of all af- 
ſeſſments under this act, to be made out and tranſ- 
mitted for the information of the King's Remem- 
brancer and the Receiver General. ; 

Then follows a Clauſe, which appoints the ſur- 
veyors and inſpectors under the Window and Houſe- 
Tax Acts, to be ſurveyors and inſpectors under this 
act; enjoins them as under former acts, to examine 
the — before they are ſigned by the com- 
miſſioners, and to ſupply any deficiency by a ſur- 
charge; which the XXVIIth Clauſe allows to be 
made for a whole year, if it be omitted for the firſt 
half year. a 

By Clauſe XXVIII, permiſſion is given to any

IE vors, ſurveyors or inſpectors, or any perſon autho- 


rized by them, to conſult any pariſh books; and a 


fne of 40s. is inflicted on thoſe who ſhall refuſe

The three following Clauſes enact, that by this 
act, houſes, &c. ſhall not be charged at leſs than 
they are aſſeſſed to public rates and taxes, or to any 
of them ; that the occupiers ſhall not be charged to 
the poor's rate and highway duty, for the duties im- 
poſed by this act; and that the payment of theſe 
duties ſhall not confer a legal ſettlement. . 

CLAUsESXXXII, XXXIII, XXXIV, and XXV, 
are confined to the ſubject of appeals, which are di- 
rected to be brought before the commiſſioners, or 
any three of them, and muſt be heard, for the firſt 
three. quarters, between the 10th of December, 
1785, and the 4th of January, 1786; and all ſub- 
ſequent: appeals, at the fame time, with ſimilar ap- 
peals under former acts: theſe appeals ſhall produce 
no abatement, unleſs the commiſſioners ſhall be 
convinced, by examination of the eircumſtanees 
upon oath. There muſt alio be ten days notice 
given of the appeal to the proper aſſeſfors, ſurveys 
ors, or inſpectors. The determination of the com- 
miſſioners is to be final; only that a further appeal 
is to be allowed in ngland or Wales, to a Juſtice 
of the King's-Bench, &c. and in Scotland to a 
Judge of the Court of Seffion, or a Baron of the 
Exchequer; but with reſpect. to any payments due 
in the mean time, the aſſeſſment of the commiſſi- 
oners ſhall ſtand, © | FN 
Ide next five Clauſes relate to the penalties of 
the Bill. U beſe, if they exceed more than 201. 
are to be recovered only in the Courts of Weſtmin- 
ſter, &c. &c. and are to go half to the king, and

man, coachman, groom, poſtillion, ſtable-boy, all 
helpers, gardeners not being a day-labourer, park- 
keeper, game-keeper, huntſman and whipper-in, 
waiters in taverns, coffee-houſes, &c. (other than 
occaſional waiters) and all ſervants really acting in 
any of the above capacities, however they may be 
called, and whether retained in one or more, or in 
any other buſineſs, jointly with one or more, of the 
above capacities. 1 85 

CLAusE V impoſes on all perſons who ſhall re- 
tain any Female ſervant or ſervants, from the 5th of 
July, 1785, the following duties : |

A bachelor in all caſes to pay exactly double. 
The nine ſucceeding Clauſes contain exceptions 
as follow. , Zo. 
No duty is to be paid for any ſervant employed for 
the purpoſes of huſbandry, farmers, dairy, or manu- 
facture, or of any trade or calling, (except waiters) 
by which the maſter or miſtreſs earns a livelihood

they are employed; and gardeners employed by 
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any perſons contracting to take care of a garden, 
are in like manner to be charged on the proprietor 
of the garden. 3 
Pariſh apprentices, to the number of two, ſhall 
be allowed, unlef> they are employed as livery ſer- 
pants ; but no other apprentices employed in any of 
the capacities recited in the 4th Clauſe. 
All butlers, manciples, cooks, gardeners, and 
porters of colleges, in any of our Univerſities, or in 
the Colleges of Weſtminſter, Eton, and Wincheſ- 


ir; all ſervants of the Royal Family, and of Foreign 


inifters, are to be exempted ; as are alſo all ſer- 
vants of the Royal Hoſpitals, Guy's, and the Found- 
ling Hoſpital. | | 

Every officer of horſe, under the rank and not re- 
ceiving the pay, of a field officer, is to be allowed 
one ſervant ; every officer of artillery, infantry, ma- 
Fines, or engineers, is to be allowed any fervant, 
actually a ſoldier in the regiment or company; and 
every naval officer, under the rank of maſter and 
commander, in actual employ, is to be allowed any 
ſervant rated on the ſhip's books. 

Diſabled officers on half-pay, are to be allowed 
one ſervant, on application to the commiſſioners. 

All perſons who ſhall have living with them two 
lawful children, or grand-children, under the age 
of fourteen, ſhall be allowed one female ſervant ; and 
every perſon having four ſuch children or grand- 
children, ſhall be allowed to keep two female ſer- 
wants, paying only as for one; and fo on in propor- 
tion. FEY ; 
Female ſervants, under the age of fourteen, or 
above ſixty, are not to be aſſe ſſed. .

the aſſeſſor, who is directed to call for it. And if 
ſuch liſt be refuſed, or neglected to be delivered, 
then the aſſeſſors are to proceed to make out, from 
the beſt information they can obtain, an aſſeſſment 
of their own, from which there ſhall be no appeal, 
unleſs the perſon fo aſſeſſed ſhall prove, that they 
were net at home from the time of the notice to the 
day for the delivery of the liſts to the aſſeſſors, or 
ſhall aſſign ſome other excuſe ſatisfactory to the

By Clauſe XXIX, if aſlſeſſors diſcover, any defi-

The following Clauſe directs aſſeſſors to deliver 
in their aſſeſſments to the commiſſioners within 
three months of their being appointed aſſeſſors. 

The commiſſioners are to ſign the aſſeſſments, and 
appoint collectors, &c. as by Clauſe XXI of the 
Shop- Tax Act.

MISCELLANEOUS BILL. 


BILL of this kind is uſually brought in at the 
* Concluſion of every ſeſſions, to comprize a 
variety of revenue regulations too ſmall for ſeparate 
bills. Theſe regulations, however, are ſometimes 
intereſting to the ſubject.

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REGULATIONS or TEA, 


ExcisEABLE COMMODITIES, AND CANDLES, 


HOUGH this Act is not, properly ſpeaking, 
a part of the Budget, yet as it contains reve- 
nue regulations, of ſome importance to many pri- 
vate perſons, we ſhall give a ſhort account of it. 
The duty of 12 and 4 per cent. impoſed on tea by 
the Commutation Act, is now divided into a duty 
of 5 om under the management of the Cuſtom- 
| Houſe, and 7 and q per cent. under the management 
of the Exciſe-Office, which diviſion ſeems to be 
made chiefly for the purpoſe of continuing to the 
Exciſe Officers a legal controul over the tea trade; 
the application, &c. of the money ariſing from the 
duties is more particularly pointed out; the clauſes 


5 it of former acts, which prohibit the removal of more 
Eaf than twenty pounds of tea, not in the original pack- 
785; age, whether without or a permit, from any place 
2 al- not within the limits of the Bills of Mortality, or 
_ the Head Exciſe-Office to any place alſo not within 
certi- the fame boundaries, are hereby declared to be re- 
nch pealed; and all other powers, &c. applied under any 
f former Acts, to protect the tea duties from frauds, 


are fully and completely confirmed. 

The ſecond part of the Bill relates to the . draw- 
backs on the exportation of candles, leather, ſoap, 
beps, paper, paſte-board, mill-board, and ſcale-board, 
paper printed, painted, or flained, to ſerve for hang- 
ings and other uſes, farch, gold or ſilver wire, bricks 
and tiles, filks, callicoes, linens, ftuffs, and fluffs made 

; with 
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with cotton, printed, painted, /tained, or dyed, in Great. 
Britain; and the- ſeveral regulations, powers, and 
authorities, for preventing frauds in ſuch drawbacks 
are now transferred from the Cuſtom-Houſe to the 
Exciſe-Office. Every perſon who exports any of 
the above commodities, being obliged, before he 
packs them, to give twelve hours notice in London, 
and twenty-four hours notice every where elle, to 
the proper Exciſe Officer, who ſhall attend at the 
packing, meaſure the ſtuffs, &c. and finally ſeal up 
the package; and for opening, deſtroying, or wil. 
fully defacing ſuch ſeal, every offender ſhall forfeit 
201. A certificate of the goods ſo packed and ſeal- 
ed, ſhall then be ſent to the Exciſe Officer at the 
port from which they are to be exported. Here fix 
hours notice is again to be given of the ſhipping of 
ſuch packages, when the officer at the port ſhall at- 
tend, and before ſhipping, take a ſecurity, in treble 
the value of the drawback, that the goods ſhall not 
be relanded ; in which caſe they are alſo to be for- 
feited. An oath is likewiſe required of the expor- 
ter, that he believes all duties to have been paid, and 
the goods to be the ſame contained in the account 
of the officer who attended the, package ; however, 
the officer at the port, has ſtill the liberty of open- 
ing the packages for his more perfect ſatisfaction, .
